REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 

I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
schools. _— 
ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 

No changes were made in the teaching positions this year. 
The advantages of retaining qualified teachers has been ap- 
parent. 

The teachers attended the sessions of the State Teachers’ 
Convention at Nashua and the Institute for Rural Teachers at 
Swanzey. 

The program of standard and Fen enoeiie tests, as outlined 
in previous reports, will be continued. These tests together with 
the remedial instruction designed to correct deficiencies in the 
fundamental processes have become established as an import- 
ant part of our instructional procedure. 

The quality of instruction in the schools of the district is 
of a high standard. The teachers are well qualified by education 
and professional training and they are interested in the wel- 
fare of the pupils as well as in the work of the school. 


D3 


Reading is the most important single subject of the ele- 
mentary school and it is the basis for the successful develop- 
ment of the other fundamentals. Investigation has revealed 
that many children fail in new subjects principally because of 
their inability to read with understanding in these subjects. 


It is now recognized that intelligent reading in such spe- 
cialized subjects as mathematics, science, history and geog- 
raphy may be developed by gradually building up a vocabu- 
lary and establishing simple fundamental concepts. This is the 
aim in much of the newer reading material which is supplied 
in the elementary grades. 


The school alone cannot carry the full responsibility for 
the education of children. Education consists principally of 
mental growth and social adjustment. The mere accumulation 
of knowledge is only one phase of education. Much more im- 
portant is the modification in behavior tendencies and the prop- 
er adaptation of the individual to social and civic situations. 
There are many factors, agencies, and influences affecting the 
life of the child and these combined influences over a compara- 
tively brief period of time determine the character and stamina 
of the individual. It is our responsibility as teachers and par- 
ents to encourage those influences which are desirable and to 
discourage any factors or agencies which may be detrimental 
to the interests of our children. 


The two institutions of outstanding importance in the edu- 
cation of the child are the home and the school. Each must 
have an understanding and a sympathy with the work of the 
other. The basis of this cooperation is an understanding of 
each others problems. Misunderstandings frequently occur be- 
cause of a difference in point of view. The parent very natur- 
ally regards his child as an individual and singles him out for 
preferred treatment. The teacher, however, must regard each 
child as a member of the school who must learn to adjust him- 
self socially and to subordinate his interests to those of the 
eroup.
